It’s Dog Licensing Time Again! 
Rabies Clinics Start On Monday 


VISALIA - Licensing of all 
dogs in Tulare county got 
underway July 1, with rabies 
vaccination clinics to be 
conducted at various locations 
throughout Tulare county for a 
period of five days, starting 
Monday, July 8. 

County Clerk Jay Bayless 
states that all of the more than 
26,000 current Tulare county 
dog and kennel licenses expired 
on June 30, and reminded all 
dog owners that licenses can be 
renewed without penalty during 
the period of July 1 - August 31. 

He said, however, that a dog 
running at large during this 
period, wearing no license, is 
subject to being picked up by 
the county poundmaster. He 
also said that after August 31, a 
100 % penalty is added to the 
dog licensing fee. 

The Tulare County Ordinance 
code requires that an owner of a 
dog secure a license for his dog 
within 30 days after acquiring 
ownership; however, if a dog is 


less than four months of age 
when the owner acquires it, he 
shall secure a license for the dog 
within 30 days after the dog 
becomes four months of age. 

The ordinance also requires 
any person who enters the 
county and dwells in the county 
for a period of 30 days or more, 
and who has brought a dog with 
him from outside the county to 
secure a license for the dog 
within 30 days after arrival in 
the county. 

In order to obtain a dog 
license the owner must present a 
valid Rabies vaccination 
certificate showing that his dog 
has been protected against rabies 
for the entire licensing period 
for which the license .is being 
purchased. Dog licenses are not 
obtainable at Rabies Vaccination 
clinics but may be purchased in 
person or by mail from the 
County Clerk, Room 201, 
courthouse, Visalia, .Ca.93277.

SCICON A Youth 
Conservation Corps program 
(YCC), based at SCICON, is 
now being administered by the 
U.S. Forest service as the first 
project of its type on the 
Sequoia National forest. 
Cooperating are personnel from 
the office of the Tulare County 
Superintendent of Schools and 
the SCICON staff. 

Thirty young people 
between the ages of 15 and 18 
years - 15 boys and 15 girls - 
have been selected through high

Instruction of a classroom 
nature is conducted in SCICON 
facilities, and in the open, all of 
it relating to the physical work 
being done - and vice versa. 
SCICON staff people and other 
educators in specialized fields 
handle this instruction. 

Educational field trips are 
tied into the program: 
Mountain Home State forest; 
Moorehouse fish hatchery; the 
Blue ridge area, where the 
California Condor will be on the 
study agenda; and other special 
areas. where inter-relationships 
of the eco-system can be 
observed and studied. 

Case studies involving 
ecological problems are also 
made, one of which will cover 
all aspects of the Mineral King + 
Development plan, with 
authoritative and well-versed 
speakers on both sides of the 
issue. 

Recreational activities, guest 
speakers, movies, and study 
discussions are scheduled for 
evenings. 

Room and board at SCICON 
is provided for participating 
students who earn about $150 
for each four-week session, plus 
six units of college or high 
school work. 

The departments of 
Agriculture and Interior have 
operated YCC programs 
throughout the United States 
since 1971, with 2,676 YCC 
corps members. initially 
completing conservation work 
valued nationwide at $1.8 
million. 

Success of the program has 
led to its continuing national 
expansion. This summer, in 
addition to the Sequoia 
National Forest camp, the U.S. 
Forest service will operate YCC 
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programs on seven other forests 
in California. 

The YCC program, 
established by Congress in 
1970, is federally-funded to 
provide gainful summer 
employment for young men 
and women between the ages of 
15 and 18 years. 

In addition to giving these 
young people a chance to earn 
money and school credits while 
they accomplish desirable 
conservation work and learn 
about the natural environment, 
the program also seeks to 
provide an opportunity for 
participants ‘“‘to acquire 
self-dignity and_ self-discipline; 
work with and relate to peers 
and supervisors;¢and_ build 
lasting cultural and 
communication bridges between 
youth from various social, 
ethnic, racial and economic 
backgrounds.”

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FIREWORKS IN NATIONAL FORESTS 
ARE ILLEGAL - AND DANGEROUS 


PORTERVILLE - Concern 
over the possible use of 
fireworks in the Sequoia 
National forest over the July 
Fourth weekend has been 
expressed by John A. Leasure, 
forest supervisor. 

Leasure stated that state laws 
and federal regulations prohibit 
the use of any type of fireworks 
on forest, grass, or brush-covered 
lands. The laws also prohibit the 
use or possession of incendiary 
or tracer ammunition. 

These laws are enforced, he 
said, to prevent damage to 


natural resources and the injuries 
that frequently result when 
fireworks are used by untrained 
people in wildland areas. 

Fireworks are defined as “any 
combustible or explosive 
composition or device prepared 
for producing a visible or audible 
effect by combustion, explosion, 
deflagration or detonation.” 

Leasure pointed out that 
fireworks of all types can be 
confiscated and their owners 
prosecuted, if fireworks are 
transported into the National 
Forest areas.
